Reports from Caracas — Plague situation at Caracas and La Guaira — 
Kaihoay traffic with La Gfuaira resumed under quarantine restric- 
tions. 

The following information is received from the American legation 
at Caracas, under dates of June 4 and 14: 

Another death from plague occurred here Maj^ 30. There are now 
6 cases of plague at Caracas. No official statement has been given out. 

The sanitary and general conditions at this port are as follows: 

Ma J" 30, 1 case; Ma}' 31, 5 cases; June 1, 2 cases. Three cases 
resulted in death at their residences and one case resulted in death 
after reaching the hospital. Six persons have been reported dis- 
charged from the hospital. No new cases appeared from June 1 to 
June 4. 

The general conditions are very bad. 

Trains are not allowed to run and mails have not reached us for 
three weeks. 

June 14. According to unofficial advices the plague situation in 
Caracas is as follows: June 6, 2 cases with 1 death; June 7, 1 case. 
The situation in La Guaira is as follows: June 6, 1 case; June 8, 2 
deaths; June 9, 1 case. Railway traffic with La Guaira was resumed 
to-daj' with quarantine restrictions. There is no interruption of com- 
munication with Puerto Cabello.. 

Report from Puerto Cabdlo — Plague conditions at La Guaira. 

Consul Johnson reports, June 4 : 

According to the most trustworthy information there has been no 
change in conditions at La Guaira since May 31. That port is still 
officiallj' open, but actually closed; that is,, since the decree opening 
it no other has been issued, but no ships are entered and the inland 
quarantine is still being enforced.

Estimated population, 61,450. Total number of deaths, 56, including 
2 from tuberculosis. 

Sydney.— Month, of April, 1908. Estimated population, 538,500. 
Total number of deaths, 487, including diphtheria 8, enteric fever 9, 
scarlet fever 1, measles 1, plague 1, and 45 from tuberculosis. 

Queenslatid — Brisbane. — Month of March, 1908. Estimated popu- 
lation, 135,655. Total number of deaths, 102, including enteric fever 
1, diphtheria 1, plague 3, and 10 from tuberculosis. 
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Brazil — Pernambuco. — Month of April, 1908. Estimated popula- 
tion, 210,000. Total number of deaths, 627, including yellow fever 1, 
smallpox 65, enteric fever 3, malarial fever 30, beriberi 2, leprosy 1, 
diphtheria 1, whooping cough 1, and 107 from tuberculosis. 

Canada — Ontario — Hamilton. — Month of May, 1908. Estimated 
population, 63,256. Total number of deaths, 70, including 4 from 
tuberculosis. 

Cuba.— Month of May, 1908. Reports from the 6 provinces, 
having an aggregate population of 1,572,797, show as follows: 
Deaths from contagious diseases: Diphtheria 2, enteric fever 14, 
measles 3, scarlet fever 2, and 130 from tuberculosis. 

Matanzas. — Month of May, 1908. Estimated population, 35,515. 
Total number of deaths, 76, including enteric fever 1 and 10 from 
tuberculosis. 

France — Cherbourg. — Month of May, 1908. Estimated popula- 
tion, 43,91:8. Total number of deaths, 74, including enteric fever 1, 
diphtheria 1, and 8 from tuberculosis. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended May 30, 
1908, correspond to an annual rate of 12.6 per 1,000 population, which 
is estimated at 16,234,952. 

London. — One thousand and seventy-three deaths were registered 
during the week, including measles 21, scarlet fever 10, diphtheria 
11, whooping cough 11, enteric fever 2, tuberculosis 173, and 11 
from diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual 
rate of 11.7 per 1,000. In Greater London 1,496 deaths were regis- 
tered. In the "outer ring" the deaths included 4 from measles, 4 
from scarlet fever, 7 from diphtheria, and 3 from whooping cough. 

Portsmouth,. — Five weeks ended May 16, 1908. Estimated popu- 
lation, 208,291. Total number of deaths 272, including diphtheria 4, 
measles 4, scarlet fever 1, and whooping cough 11. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented bj^ the deaths 
registered during the week ended May 30, 1908, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 16.8 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,131,959. The lowest rate was recorded in Newry, 
viz, 4.2, and the highest in Portadown, viz, 46.5 per 1,000. 

Scotland.— Th.% deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended Maj^ 30, 1908, correspond to an annual rate of 15.5 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,839,038. The highest 
rate of mortality was recorded in Leith, viz, 17.9, and the lowest in 
Aberdeen, viz, 12.3 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths reg- 
istered from all causes was 546, including diphtheria 5, measles 16, 
scarlet fever 1, and 13 from whooping cough. 

Greece — Patras. — Month of May, 1908. Estimated population, 
42,500. Total number of deaths, 40, including scarlet fever 1, enteric 
fever 1, and 12 from tuberculosis. 
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New Zealand — Auckland. — Month of February, 1908. Census 
population, 69,149. Total number of deaths, 74, including whooping 
cough 1, enteric fever 5, and 5 from tuberculosis. 

Christchurch.- — Month of February, 1908. Census population, 
55,263. Total number of deaths, 37, including 1 from tuberculosis. 

Dunedin.—Moaih. of February, 1908. Census population, 58,036. 
Total number of deaths, 56, including 5 from tuberculosis. 

~WelU7igton. — Month of February, 1908. Census population, 63,807. 
Total number of deaths, 44, including measles 1, scarlet fever 1, and 
1 from tuberculosis. 

Oceania — Society Islands — Taldti. — Five weeks ended May 30, 
1908. Estimated population, 4,000. Total number of deaths, 15, 
including 2 from enteric fever and 2 from tuberculosis. 

St. Helena. — Four weeks ended May 23, 1908. Estimated popu- 
lation, 3,500. Five deaths reported. 

Spain — ^Zmer/a.— Month of Maj"^, 1908. Estimated population, 
46,806. Total number of deaths, 113. 

Barcelona. — Month of May, 1908. Estimated population, 600,000. 
Total number of deaths, 1,201, including diphtheria 6, enteric fever 
13, smallpox 1, measles 54, scarlet fever 2, whooping cough 5, and 
to from tuberculosis. 

J/a^retZ.— Month of May, 1908. Estimated population, 556,663. 
Total number of deaths, 1,037, including diphtheria 5, enteric fever 6, 
measles 1, scarlet fever 2, whooping cough 10, and 109 from tuber- 
culosis. 

West Indies. — Turks Island. — Three weeks ended June 6, 1908. 
Estimated population, 1,700. Total number of deaths, 2.
